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GoTcruor Seymour and the Vic- 
toria Cliaiuber of Coiiiiueice. 

It has been truthfully said that a 
cold-blooded and ciiUiy polilician, 
■when ho would bo thoroughly rovcug- 
ed on his cnoniy, mtikcs tho injuriot; 
■w hich have been inllieloi, not on Jiim- 
self, but on others, tho pretext of his 
attack. Ho tbua engages tho world 
as a partizan in his quarrel, and digni- 
fies his private hato by giving it the 
air of disintcrostbd fesontinent. It is 
by diaclaiming his personal ariimus 
against Vancouver Island as a Colony, 
and professing to bo actuated by adcsire 
to benefit both Colonios, that Gover- 
nor Seymour — another batch of whoso 
libolb wo publish this morning — has 
da.-od to approach tho Colonial Olhco 
with hia Aluncliausenism.s and present 
them as serious fiicts — llio result of a 
pure and disintereHted do.-iiru to do his 
duty towards tho Colony he was sent 
out to govern, whilo ho oarefullj' 
avoided even the app^'aranco of injus* 
tice towards its rival. That ho has 
succeeded but too well in disguisin 
his true feelings, and in hninbngging 
Mr Cardweli, is i)iilpablo from the hu 
miliating terms olfored us in tho Union 
Bill — tho acceptance of which would 
virtually close tho doors of our ware- 
houses lorevcr, and establish not onl}' 
the capital but tho centre of trade at 
the City of Stumps. That the gubor 
natorial libeller was aided by the mis 
takes of nioro than one of our public 
men, is evidenced by tho avidity with 
■which, in tho dospalcb that wo publish 
this morning, ho seizes upon tho result 
of tho Victoria election as a pretext 
for stating that tho Chamber of Com 
moroo Momorial is an " expression of 
tho opinion of a beaten party," and, 
although tho " soureo is respectable," 
it is not entitled to much weight 
After stating that his Legislative 
Council aro opposed to Union, ho re- 
vives tho old slander against tho 
harbour of Victoria, and adds his own 
Tomarkablo experience in tho Lovia' 
than. But Mr Seymour ciirefully con 
cealsfroin the knowlcdgo of the Sucre 
tary for tho Colonies tho iniporlanl 
fact that vessels drawing seventeen 
loot of water aro brought safely over 
our bar and discharged at our 
wharves. Such cases aro not at all 
isolated. And wo vonturo to assort 
that there are pilots in Victoria who 
could bring even that monstor-ahip, 
tho Leviathan, sufoly across tho dread- 
ful sand--bar. Bai liow could wo ex- 
pect a governor who conlu.sses that he 
could not " distinguish the entrance to 
Victoria harbour " to cro=s the bur — 
ospccially if tho attcinjjt was a post- 
prandial one I Mr Se^'nionr next takis 
the entrance to Fraser Jiivor under 
his notice and cites in its favor tho roi 
port of Admiral Jvingconio, who, it 
will bo remomberod, cin-\y in 'Gl, 
crossed tho saiid^heads in 11, M. S. 
Tribune and reached ^cw W'estinin^ 
sLerin safety, Unl'oriunately fur (iov- 
ornor Seymour, the gallant Admiral's 
report was made wliilo the Tribune 
lay at ]Sew Wcstmin.'itor. In this ros 
port shipmasters aro lold how to get 
into the river ; but a.s the Tribune, a 
tow days altcrwai-ils was (l(^s■JOlldill" 
the stream, she " grcjunded," and her 
guns luitl ammuniliori wore taken out 
and brought into ih'j " luu'iow and 
tortuous harbour ol \'i(;toria" and 
dischargod on the Uinlsdii Jiay Coiii-i 
pany's wdiarf. Scvui'al days woro re- 
quired to get the uiiforluiiato vcssol 
off tho Haiul-heads, and ultlioii^di 
Lord Gilford's rcjxjrt, atLril)iiting tho 
disaster to the " dull white colour of a 
polo wiiich marks the channel," is 
given, not a word is saitl of tho Admi- 
ral'asocond report. That is carolidly 
concealed. But wo havo it on good 
authority that a re])ort icits made in 
which tho Admiral st.Uod almost in as 
many words that whilo he could toll 
marinorB how to get into tliu river, ho 
was unabloto imiieaic the ooiirso they 
must follow to got oat uf it without di- 
saster I Tho "objection" ol (gover- 
nor Seymour to the " present Hystum, 
whereby our (their) irailic is arti- 
ficially conducted up the ii'irrow and 
tortuous harbour of Victoria, causing 
a groat losB of timo and iiieroase of 
e.xponao," is quite natur.-'.l. ILo has no 
"objection" to having tlio gocjils 
t3an8hipi)ed at l']squimalL. Ol c(nii'He 
not; E.iquimalt is not a rival of the 
"city" in which .Mr Suymoiir has in- 
vested in town lots, tlioreforo ho 
speaks of tho '•' narrow and tortuous 
harbour of Victoria " as tiioiigli it were 
a dangoroUH locality— -soino twenty or 
thirty miles in length, t.o visit which 
would involve great loss of time and 
oxponso to shippers, instead of being 
only half a-niilo in length, and lyiii;j; 
directly in tho path of vessels bound 
to and from .Now Weutminstcr. Mi' 
Seymour next thruals at tho ILudson „ j o 
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^oninors, who "■while 
wai ti n g" {pr tha jStiti' Pranoisoo/'Bloam- 
ors BpentJ|boitniono^MD^'''V5^torio, 
and billiard rooms and drinking ijaU 
jjons " arose, that soon " depopalated 
New ■Westminster." It was with 
Hadaon Bay Compnny ram and bill- 
iards; then, that Yititoria was built ap 
and New 'Westminstor' depop- 
ulated. ' Wo always thought' that 
natural adrantagos] had. somothicg 

10 do with tiie prosperity of Yiotoria, 
but it soemB we w^re mistaken. Qov- 
ornor Si^midy'^jfrodiedi/ td "dra^ a 
gloomy piotnre of the state in which 
ho foiuidtTS^ow "^eB'lmiri8ter.,^i'T^^^^ 
blignA'ii&i early'- oome.*' Mariy^bt ''the: 
best bouses were untenanted. Tho 
Largest Iiotel was to letj dopajr ap'' 
pcare'd on all 'sideSj arid the' stumps 
and logs of the fallou tre^s, blookod 
up moat of the streets. ^ Now "Wost- 
ministor appeared, to use the. miner's 
expression, "played out." This dismal 
picture was the effect of Hadson Bay 
Company cramj! .billiards,- and Govo 
ernor Bonglas, who is alluded to as 
tho Munohausenite'B " predeoessor." 
Now, every one hero knows that tho 
little gr^^tneBS jNew Westminator 
ever kae'ff was aobelved under the Douglas 
regime ; that prosperity was general umliii 
tliu cheap system of goverDmeDt that pre vailod. 
Stores and buildings sprang up on every siile^ 
trunk roads were buill, and Btroiiiii;' 
^^panned by bridges; taxes were light and 
oustoma daties scarcely feh. But the "blight" 
in the form of Governor Seymour and 
bis Stafi settled down like looDsts on 
the embryo metropolis and its greatness was 
:,'one. In " largeBt hotel " is still " to lei ;" 
its "best bouses'' are still " UDlenonted " and 
■'decay is visible on all sides;" "stumps" still 
"block up most of tho strools" ond the place 
Is about as near "pluyed out" aa was Gold- 
smith's ''Deserted Villoge." Verily, the sis* 
ter Oolooy has Jlourished under Air "Sey- 
mour's leigD. The debt nbicfai the "blight" 
found so beavy when he arrived in the Ool- 
ony has been qaadrupled; (aotwithstandiDg 
the great trunk road bad been constructed the 
year previously,] the expenses of govoru- 
rae"t have been increased threefold, while 
its cllicioncy has not been increased. Pass^ 
ing over tho question of indebtedness and 
the illnatured fling at Victoria merchants, 
ibrougb whose enterprise and capital, it is 
notorious, Governor Seymour and his tatel- 
literbava been enabled to live and enjoy their 
fat Balaries, we come next to the oase of 
the schooner Onward, which vessel, cleared 
from Victoria with supplies for coal miners 
eoj;aged at Queen Charlotte Island in devel- 
oping the reiourcea of British Columbia, and 
was compelled by an illiberal law to proceed 
to New Westminsier to clear. Finding the 
Fraser closed by ice, as it is overj winter, 
tho scbooner ran up to Barrard Inlet, 
whence the captain crossed to New West* 
minster, but failed to procure a clearance. 
Tho vessel must be brought to Now VVust- 
minster first. This order, owing to tho icy 
impediments, cculd not be carried out, and 
the schooner returned to Victoria and dis- 
charged her cargo. A plain stalement of this 
fact, with affidavila, was sent home by the 
Chamber, and Mr Seymour says it is 
''widely ioaccurate." He enoloses the 8tate> 
meat of Mr Hamly, Oolleotor of Customs, 
which, be says,' ^'disproves" the assertions of 
fihy men, who in the first part of his des- 
patch ho acknowledges are "respectable." In 
the concluding paragraph the following ex- 
traordinary sentence occurs. Can it be road 
without a fooling that when .Mr .Seymour 
penned it bo expressed the state oi hifi own 
mind at the "slight deviations from t he puih 
of troth" of which be bad beau guilty? 

"But I take this carelessness or absence of 
candor us Iho uioal convincing proof of tho 
eurntstness of tho signers. There must be 
much feeling; respectable men must suller 
much before iboy allow tbemselves to deviatu 
however slightly from the strict paths ot 
truth." 

Mr Seymour takes "this carelessness or ab 
scnce of candor" aa a proof oi the "earnest- 
ness" of the Chamber of Oommeree. 'i'be 
iropression thus sought to be conveyed is 

that when a man is in earnest about a matter 
bo h as a right to toll ag many falsehoods as 
ho sees tit. Viewed from Mr Seyaioui's 
stand point, this may be pure logic and in 
strict keeping with his code of mcndity; but 
wo cannot soo how ho can first declare the 
tnoiubers to bo entitled to respectful consiiler- 
aiion, abd in tbe very next breath, denounce 
them as falsifiers. If tbia be Mr Seymour s 
test ol respectability, we can telLbim it is 
not that of the people of this Colony ; anil 
timt, while they entertain the greatest possi- 
lilo respect for the position ho so unworthily 
tills, they entertain none whatever for tho 
aiiihur of tho libels to wbicb be has affixed 
Ilia sign^nianual.

12. 1 am in ignorance of the motives which 
induced Her Majesty's Government to make 
two Colonies ol the British Possessions to 
the westward of the Kockv .Mountains, to lay 
out the plan of a city of vast dimensions near 
the niouih oi the Fraser, and to sell the lots 
on the faith that on them' would Btitncl the 
future Capital of British Columbia, If the 
mainland was lo continue to be iho depen- 
dency ol un outlying island, no second cap- 
ital was required and slBfis ought boldly to 
have been taken, regardless of tl.o private 
intorosta of the llndsons Hay traders and 
ot! ers, to erect a great commerci.d town on 
the fine harbor ol Esquiinalt, Unquestion- 
ably, under tbe rule of my predecessor, Victor- 
ia became tbe principal Eoglic.'. port on this 
coast, and New Westminster pommeneod a 
retrograde course early in its history. It 
could hardly Have been otherwise, Tho 
Governor and Other publio uGQcers drew ibeir 
full ralaries from British Columbia and ros- 
idi.d in Vancouver Island. Victoria escaped 
all indt.ect ta.vation while heavy duties were 
cullecled on all articles consumed on the 
mainland. The lludsous Hay Company ran 
their steam vessels lo tho Fiaser to connect 
with the river steamers, und draw down lo 
iliu seat of Government and of commerce, 
the miners immediately ou their arrival from 
the gold field. Tbe San Francisco steamers 
called at ii!9quimalt,only,and thns passengers 
lor Culiloroia bad no indocement of any kind 
to remain even n few hours, voluntarily in 
this Colony. '.Vliily wailing for the steamers 
the iiiiners spent their money in Victoria, 
and tiius billiard rooms and drinking salooos 
arose, and tlie place acquired sullieieiit im- 
pir'ance to depopulate .Vew Westminster 
without atlaiiiiiig any solid foundation or 

oiisidi-rabie prosperity for itself. The 
Chamber ct Coniicorce spcuks of the Trada 
witb China, the Sandwich Islands, Rossian 
,^merica, and other places. How, if this be 
important, is it that the prospect uf a portion 
ol thei traffic of British Oolumbia, taking the 
short and undevious routes by the Fraser, 
shakes the whole ol Victorian society to its 
louiidalioiis, and caiHes a stale of political 
reiment such as ilie Jsland bag never seen ? 
Vieioria did not attain any solid prosperity 
while having her interests set above those ot 
this Colony and of tbe whole of Vancouver 
land not included lu the iQwn lots. L,et me 
s'.ale bow Bcitisb Columbia fared, 

13. I had not seen, even in the West In- 
die's so melancholy a picture of disappointed 
hopes as Now Westminster presented on my 
arrival. Here, however, there was a display 
of energy wauling in ti'O tropics, and tlious» 
mds ol trees of the largi st liiiiiensions bad 
been lelled lo make way for the great eiiy 
expected to ri^eoll the iiiagiiilicent site selec- 
led for It. Hut the blight lind early come, 
iiiaiiy of the best hou-es were unteiianted. 
I he largest llotjl was lu let, decay appfared 
on all Shies , and Iho stumps and logs of the 
t ill 11 trees blocked up most of tbe streets. 
Wustiniiister appeared loose Iho minors es- 
[iression "playod out." 

I f. But it would have bren urged, before 
llu! excitement in Victoria, that the two 
CiilonioM prospered, and that therefore it 
manors but sliglnly if those who bought land 
in Now Wesliniiister were losers by the 
spiculalioii. It is not hir me to n port on the 
coiidiliuii ol Vaueoiivor Island, but I have to 
slate Ihat British Columbia did not prosper. 
Vou are aware of the passionate appeals lor 
separation which uame from this Colony. 
The revonue of ISfi l fell short of llie Ksiim- 
ate by i;i;"),OU(l and but for thu accidenial 
di.eovery ol gold on the Koolenay, at the 
close of the year, the receipts would have 
short II a dolieieiicy of .C21,UIJU on tlic estim- 
ated revenue. At the time of my taking 
over the dloverniiieut those was a local debt 
ol .C.od.SoC) ill addilioii to that incurred in 
England, cnmpuaed chielly ol Road Boods 
and an overdraw account at tbe Bank of 
Hriiisb Columbia. Tho roiueis were not 
prosporoua uod the laborers in Cariboo had 
diminished in number. What class waa there 
thriving'!' rVlorclianis there but few. The 
Dliar.iber of Commerce stales (para. 22) that 
there is not at ihis iiioiiioiit a single iinpurtiiig 
inereaiitilo cslablishiiient tlitouglioul thu 
Colony, Yet Iho number of traders who 
have taken advantage of the Insolvent Debtors 
.'Vet was oue-lhird greater in 1861 than in 
I8d3. Perhaps, however the country geatle- 
iieii who had iotrodoocd large capital, and 
acquired land al a low price, wore Iho class 
who lluurisbed while Iheir int re. s drooped, 
r.'ot Ko, 1 regret to s.iy. Purpcrity has not 
y t favored their iiiorilnrious labors. The 
I. gi.slalive Council exprss ed a wi li that 
soiih! unpaid iiiagistrateH sliou'd beappoint.d. 
I idlowil u coiniiiissiiiii 10 thr.o of the priiH 
cipal eoiinlry gniillemon; ono accepted the 
ollieo; a second told inu frankly ho had sunk 
ovc^ j iuii.g. and was on the brink of insoU 
veiicy, unless soma further remittsnces arriv. 
ed iroiii Kngland ; the third sent mo in a 
staieniuut of his oiioumsiaooes, shoning that 
if piossod by his oteditors, be wonid be njax

15, This is the siaio upon whic'i British 
Columbia entered the London murli'it as au 
applicant for a further loan of i;iOO,000. 
vVliat security had it lo offer 'I The merchants 
ol Victoria were in no way liable ; tho miners, 
owneri of_tlie most valuable claims, bave 
no habitation in tbe Colony, The slateinent 
respeciing tbo importing . merchants is not 
wido of Iho truth; Our oteditorB 'have there- 
fore but tho hard pressed. owners of tbo soil 
to depend upon, 

KJ. It will hardly bo oauao for surprise if 
ft document wddch deals loosely with laefs, 
should e.'ihibit carelessness when it comes 
lo deal with motives, Tho Chamber of 
Commerce, without any commuuicaliou with 
myself or the Logislaturu of Ihis Colony, 
stuta that our recent Icgiidation has been 
'• intentionally antagonistic to Victoria." 
This view was adopted at a public meeting, 
held in that town, I enclose a copy of tbo 
petition which tbey originoted, and of my 
icply. The Legislative Council atiaehed so 
little, ffQ!g.ht, jto., the aignaturcs that the pe- 
liiion was not oven taken up by iho House. 
My answer will, I trust, dispose of the stalo- 
ineiits in the '23rd puriigraph. As lo tli.,' 
dissatisluetion suppnsod to exist in Ibe 'i'Uli 
10 e.visl, 1 may at onco say, Ihat miners, like 
oilier mini, are not partial to taxation, but 
ihat allhuiigh ilioy have been worked upon 
in every way by the political agitators of 
Victoria ; the only public raanilestaliou of 
feeling which we have seen recently, were 
the receiving tbe steamer (which I believe 
brought up the petition in New Westminster 
witb three groans lor Ibo Hudson's Bay Co,, 
',;hu9o agents are prominent among the Bgi-> 
lators against recent legislation. Tbo last 
batch ol miners, on landing hero, spontane- 
ously gave three cheers lor tiio Governor, 
whom, had they attonded to tbo directions 
of the Victoria press, they would have op- 
posod by all means, fair or uiilair. Immed 
iaiely afii.'r cheering tbo Governor, three 
olieers were given for .Mr O'Heilly, the gold 
ooiuuiissioiiur ol Cariboo, who had, in the 
Council, taken a prominent part in legisia 
tion. 

17. Tbe 25lb paragraph alludes to tho 

circumstance of vesnels having to clear at 
Xow Westminster instead ol Victoria, for 
tho north- west trade. 1 would venture to 
call your attention lo the Duke of New- 
oasllo's despatch, No 3.'!, of tho l.'illi Juno, 
18G0, which stales what Ihe Chamber of 
Uoiiimercc is well awure of, that the colleeling 
of duties ot Victoria, on vessels bound for 
this Colony cannot be enforced. If the com- 
merce of Vanooover Island is put to incon- 
venience by coming up the Fraser, I can 
only say, it is by the action of my pradecess* 
or. His proolaimatiuo of 2od June, 18d<J, 
declares Now Westminster to be tho only 
port of entry in the Colony. I have induced 
the Legislative Council to givo me, by or- 
dinance, the power ot creating additional 
ports ; and 1 shall avail myself of its provis- 
ions iu refief of the uorlh-west trade. 

18. You will observe in the liOlli rara- 
grapb, a minute aocoi:nt ol the incoiiveniotiee 
and loss lo which a vessel was exposed, by 
having no alternative, but to clear at New 
Westminster, when the doing 80 became 
physically iinjiossible, on account ol the ice 
on tiio river, I send a statement of Ihe case, 
made by the collector of customs al this port, 
from which you will observo, how widely 
inaccurate nro the statements of tho Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Mr Uamley also disa- 
provcs all the assertions respeciing ihe olming 
of the river by ica for four months in the 
winter. Without further explanation, let me' 
simply say, Itiat during an oDBcial experience 
of upwards of 20 years, I have not met with 
n series of statements, so carelessly made up 
by so respectable a body. 

19. But I take Ihis carelc-snosa or nbsence 
of candour as the moat convioeina proof ot 
the earnestness of the signers. There must 
be great feeling ; respcclable men must suf- 
fer much hi foro they allow themselves to do 
viale, h.;ivev, r slightly, from the strict paths 
ol truth. Doubtless the old pusiiioii of the 
merchanis of Victoria, ongrtssing tbe wbolo 
tralTio of Briiish Columbia, without abarfog 
in its burdens, was an enviable one, but ihe 
larger Colouy lanquisbed and grew weeker 
coder tbe operation, and threatened to de- 
prive Victoria of its commerce by simply re- 
lapsing into wild,!rness. Lot us hope that a 
time will ere long arrive, when, sharing 
equally in the public burdens, tho merchants 
ol Victoria may dorivu a solid prosperity 
from the increased viijor, which, a respite 
Irom the exactions of absentee traders, will 
give this Colony,
